2% Although the General Revenue Balance surplus 
at the lst January 1950 appears from the statement on 
page 5 of the Estimates to have fallen short of the 
figure of $72 million which was originally estimated 
to be the probable amount of this surplus, this is due 
to transfers to the General Reserve Fund to a total of 
$4 million, and the balances of surplus funds at lst 
January 1951 were expected to stand at $21,200,000 
approximately. They actually stood at just over 
pe 3 million. 


36 As in 1950, the Estimates of Revenue have 
proved to bear little relation to actual events, mainly 
in connexion with the State's principal source of 
income, the oil industry. The revenue from Royalties, 
which was originally estimated at $64 million for 1950 
is shown in the revised estimate in the 1951 document 
as expected to exceed $13 million. Latest returns 
show that, as only one half-yearly payment was received 
during the year, this revised estimate was only slightly 
exceeded. In 1951 this revenue will be still higher: 
the $21 million estimated for may well be exceeded and, 
in addition, there will be receipts (covering two years 
of assessment) of income tax of approximately 40 million, 
as against the one million dollars for which the L95L 
Estimates provide. 


le Although these Estimates envisage expenditure 
on a considerably larger scale than was allowed for in 
the Estimates for 1950, especially in the sphere of Public 
Works, it will be noted that a large proportion of the 
Public Works Extraordinary expenditure is allocated for 
two major works - a scheme for installing a water supply 
at Belait and the construction of new offices in Drunei 
itself. The unrealistic nature of the revenue estimate 
has, however, also been reflected on the expenditure side, 
where considerable additional provision has had to be 
made during the first half of the year, both on account 
of necessary expenditure which had been overlooked when 
the Estimates were prepared and also on account of 
considerable underestimation of the cost of schemes 
included in them. Although a very much greater surplus 
will be achieved than that foreseen in these Estimates, 
it would be unsafe to hazard a guess at its amount.

De It may well be that, apart from the actual 
provisions in the Brunel Estimates, their setting-out 
could be improved upon; but it is necessary to make it 
clear that the extent to which the High Commissioner's 
office is at present physically able to assess, supervise, 
advise or report upon srunei financial matters is strictly 
limited. Owing to preoccupation with Sarawak affairs, 
my financial advisers were unable to give adequate guidance 
at the time of the preparation of the Estimates or to 
prepare sooner a covering submission to you. My approval 


‘of the Estimates has, rightly, been assumed; but has not 


formally been given. for these deficiencies I apologise, 
and { had hoped that they might be obviated for the future 
by the creation of a new post ot Deputy t'inancial Secretary 
in Sarawak, which would certainly have enablea brunei to 
receive moOre of the attention which is its due. this 
request has, however, been refused, and I am consequently 
unable to offer any definite prospect of an improvement

Memorandum 


Revenue. 


The salient feature both of the Revised Estimates 
for 1950 and the Estimates for 1951 is the phenomenal 
rise in the Revenue figures due to the new agreement with 
the British Malayan Petroleum Co. Ltd. regarding prices 
on which O;1 Royalties are based, 


As a result of this the anticipated surplus of 
$1,081,200 for the current year will be increased to 
nearly $9 million while the 1951 Estimates budget for 
surplus of over $15 million despite a considerable 
increase in Expenditure especially in Public Works 
Extraordinary.

As a result of the general prosperity Customs 
Revenue also continues to expand. So far nothing has 
been collected under Income Tax but a substantial sum is 
expected in 195l. 


The other items of Revenue call for no special 
comment. 


Expenditure. 


Expenditure on Personal Emoluments and Annually 
Recurrent items remains reasonably constant but the 
latter is swollen by the recently approved increase in 
the scale of cost of Living Allowances, which is 
inevitable in present circumstances and which the 
Government can well afford. 


(a) Turning to individual Departments the large 
increase under the heading H.H. the Sultan will be 
noted. : 


This is due to the increase in the Privy Purse 
approved by the Secretary of State and to the necessity 
to equip and maintain fittingly the new palace which is 
now under cons ructione 


I need not emphasize the importance of the fact 
that His Highness showild at last be properly housed and 
able to maintain the dignity of his positione 


(b) The increase under Customs and Marine is entirely 
due to the need to provide more extensive sea 
communication with Iabuan, which is Brunei's door to 
the outer world and to this end 3 new launches are 
being built to replace the worn-out craft which were 
ea legacy of the B.MAe 


(c) Under Education provision is mde for English 
teachers recruited from the U.K. and it is hoped that 
English e ducation will at last get under way despite 
the difficulties which have up to now been encounterede

(d) The increase under Electrical is due to the need 
for additional plant in Brunei Town and for new plant 
in Kyala Belait where up to the present electricity 
has been supplied by the Oj1 Co. It is proposed that 
Government should now take on this service which is only 
right and proper. It will be revenue producing. 


(e) The Fisheries Research experiment has proved a 
failure and it is proposed to abandon it us soon as the 
asreements of officers serving under it eXDLTE e 


(f) Under Myscellaneous Services Special Expenditure - 
a sum of $200,000 has been provided to cover the salaries 
paid to officers on.the Malayan Establishment who were 
serving in Brunei at the time of the Japanese invasion 
and were subsequently interned. 


The Brunei Government has agreed to accept this 
liability and make a refund to the Malayan Governments. 


(¢) The increase under Mynicipal is due to the new 
Town plans for Brunei, Belait and Seria. It is hoped 
that these will in due course become model townshipS. 


(h) The increase under Posts & Telegraphs is mainly 
due to provision for new and improved Radio and 
Telephone communications which are badly needed, 


(i) The programme for Pyblic Works in 1951 is an 
anbitious one but now that an additional European 
Engineer is s tationed in Brunei it is hoped that it will 
be possible to carry it out completely, especially in 
view of the lage amount which has been accomplished 
during the current year with only one Engineer tor most 
ot the time. 


Over $5 million is a comparatively large total, 
but nearly $2 million is comprised in two items viz. 
the Kyala Belait Water Supply and the New Offices, 
Brunei Town, both of which are urgent necessities. 


General. 


The financial position of the State is extra- 
ordinarily sound. 


There is no Public Debt. 


By the end of this year Reserve Punds should amount 
to over $10 million with a further surplus balance of 
about another $10 million. This with an anticipated 
surplus next year of about $15 million and probable 
surplus for some years to come should enable all necessary 
schemes for expansion and development to be carried out 
from the State's own resources.
